Proposed amendments to the Constitution and By-Laws 


Constitution: Article II, Section D 


Officers may be removed by a three-fourths (3/4) vote of 
the Charter and regular membership. 


Officers may be removed by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the 
regular membership present at a meeting. 


Item 4 LIFE MEMBERSHIP 


Is open to any member upon reaching the age of retirement, 
after five years of active paid membership. There is no 
other provision for life membership. 


Is open to any member upon reaching the age of sixty-two 
(62), and after five years of active paid membership. 
There is no other provision for life membership. 


Item 5 EXPULSION 


For due cause may result only by a three-fourths (3/4) 
vote of the full membership. Any member can be ex- 
pelled for due cause. 


For due cause may result only by a two-thirds (2/3) 
vote of the full membership. Any member can be ex- 
pelled for due cause. 


Item 7 RESIGNATION OF ALL OFFICERS

Shall be in writing unless disqualified by expulsion 
derelection of duty as voted upon two-thirds vote of the 
full membership. , 
Shall be in writing unless disqualified by expulsion or 
derelection of duty as voted upon by two-thirds (2/3) 
of the full membership present at a meeting. 


By-Laws: Item 10a NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS om 
shall be as follows: 


Prior to annual elections, the president shall appoint 
the immediate past president, or the highest ranking 
officer not running for re-election, to chair the nomi- 
nating committee. The chairperson shall then select 
two members, not current officers, to serve on the 
committee. The two members selected must have been 
OTVARC members for a period of at least one year. The 
nominating committee shall nominate ONE candidate for 
each officer position. Additional nominations May be 
from the floor. - 


Amend to: NOMINATING COMMITTEE: 


Prior to the annual elections, the president shall 
appoint the immediate past president, or the highest 
ranking officer not running for re-election, to chair 
the nominating committee. The chairperson shall then 
select two members, not current officers, to serve on 
the committee. The two members selected must have been 
OTVARC members for a period of at least one year. The 
Committee must present at least one, but not more than 
four screened candidates for each office. The committee 
is directed to present their nominations without comment 
or endorsement. The list of nominees presented by the - 
nominating committee must be confirmed by a motion to 
accept from the floor. The nominations must be presented 
by the Nominating Committee at the regular October meet- 
ing and published in the November newsletter.

HOW I (ALMOST) WON... 


Last year was my first experience with a contest. I studied the rules carefully but the 
fact that I was a Novice and the fear of the unknown put FRIGHT in my body! One way to 
tackle the problem was to ask lots of people what to say and do on the air. The bottom linge 
was always the same but said in many different ways...Make your exchanges short and make 
them often. Here is what I did last year: Most of the CQ's I heard went like this... 

"CQ CQ RK CQ CQ RK DE W7JOI W7JOI K™ If no response in about 5 seconds it was H 
repeated. A response back might be: 

"W7JOI DE KA7NPN KA7NPN K*™ give his call once and yours twice at the speed you expect 
him to send back (never faster than his original speed)...He will recognize his call easily, 
it's your call you want to get across and at the speed you want him to transmit. Faster 
operators will slow down, most operate slow anyway as the contest name implies, it's a 
chance to exercise the Rusty Key and the linkage to the Gray Matter. 

To get things started, for my first contest, at 7:00 sharp I quickly tuned around for and 
answered the strongest CQ I could copy. This got me off the ground and reduced my heart 
rate and sweaty palms. Remember there are only three things you need to know, Callsign, 
Name and RST. The answer to my call was generally one of the following: 

1)"R R KA7NPN UR 5NN 5NN ES NAME IS JIM JIM QSL? K® or 

2)"KA7NPN UR 5NN ES JIM JIM QSL? BK® ("BK" here means go ahead) 
all the info is there and he is asking "QSL?" did you copy all? You bet! So you reply: 

1)"R R UR 5NN 5NN ES NAME IS DEE DEE QSL? BK® or 

2)"R UR 5NN ES DEE DEE TNX 73 DE KA7NPN K*® 
His response if he got all your information: 

1)"BK R ES TNX QRZ QRZ DE W7JOI W7JOI K*" or 

2)"R R ES 73 CQ CQ RK DE W7JOI W7JOI K* 

And if he missed something: "BK PSE RPT NAME BK" (DON'T send "R" if you miss something). 

You answer: "BK R NAME DEE DEE BK" Etc. Remember it was his CQ so it's still his frequency. 
These seem to be the most common techniques to work with. There are variations, even 
shorter, but they all contain the same information, some are just a little faster. — 
After answering someone else's CQ's, I sent a bunch of my own. I stayed on one frequen 
for most of the contest. I found the beginning and end busy and the middle slow. When it's 

slow, keep trying. An occasional contact is better than no contact at all. 

When I joined the club last year, it was during the second phase of the contest, 
gathering signatures, what a great way to meet other people. Join us and help make this the 
largest RUSTY KEY contest yet. See you on and off the air...TNX ES 73 DE KAT7NPN QSL?
